Several years ago John Keel fussed about the so-called Wednesday 
Phenomenon, But why hasn't anyone mentioned the Birthday Phenomenon? 

The Birthday Phenomenon strikes me ns much more significant.

17,1971V An outstanding case of apparent teleportation. 

Earlier that evening Dr, Puharlch, Geller, Shlpl Strang, and Hannah 
v/ere returning from their drive to the Dead Sea and near the town of Ramin 
watched a hove. Ing disc-shaped object for about five minutes, '.’/hen the Hr> 
"winked out" the headlights of the car wore extinguished, ’.Vlthln about a 
minute they came back on, all by themselves. 

At'11:20 P.l!, Geller v/as put Into a hypnbtlc state by Dr, Puharlch 
and a "powerful resonant voice" filled the room and spoke directly to Pr, 
Puharlch, The session ended at 11:30 P.M.

Also I Intorv,lowed on,Copt, 8^ 1975, a lady In Hasslllon, Ohio who 
claimed numerous 0 sightings and psychic effects since Oct, 13, 1973, 

Sho oamo to fool that TTI'OS w !re "Sutans secret weapon" as a result of her 
.involvement. Beginning Dec, 8, 1973, she began to suffer dreadful forms or 
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apparent psychic attack. Between 2 and 4:30 A.M. she often would awaken Lo 
"painful electric charges" with the horrid sensation of being "sizalod 
alive like I was In a frying pan". At 3 A.M. on or near December 18th she 
was suffering one of these attacks when she saw a "round glowing ball" that 
was "jsuspended In the air" In her bedroom. On another occasion, again at 
3 A.M., she awakened to observe a "green globe" suspended over her stomach 
region, "I*m looking at It not at all upset. Like It was the most comon 
thing In the world. Like maybe I was watching fly walk across the ceiling 
or something, and I Just turned over calmly and went to sleep and the next 
morning I woke up and I said "What In the world was that?"

and woke up feeling very refreshed",) 

Appropriately onoxigh the Ohio subject has a son who disappeared on the 
night of Noyombcr 22nd 1973, turning up at about 3A.M. In a state of near 
shock. The lady bollovos that her son was contacted that night by the Ui'O:'.- 
thus the reason for his condition,- November 22, 1973 was his 16th blrthdayl 
I am certain In my own mind that much neglected contactoo Issue will 
provide us with highly significant Insights, provided that wo accept the 
challenge and approach the situation In a properly geared objective frame 
of mlhd. There exist. In toi;ms of complex and fascinating parapsychologlcal 
Implications especially, endless pathways of pursuit open to serious and 
careful scrutiny. 

Much attention haa boon focused on the apparent relationship between 
GPO-related manifestations In the areas of specific geographical "windows". 
Many of those altos, as paraUPO pioneer John Keel haa pointed out, seem te 
be located at or near ancient Indian mound altos. Thus the Inevitable con-' 
elusion haa boon auggoatod; the locations apparently are dimensional door¬ 
ways between worlds, so to apeak, and the ancient mound btilldora must ha’"' 
realized thet there was something different about these places and so build 
the earthworks, A mighty Interesting and thought-provoking Idea, but let na 
pursue anotl^er pathway pf reasoning In this realm of endless pathways, T 
suspect that the human subjects in these matters perhaps trigger, at some 
unconscious level, a payqhlp mechanism. The Indian mounds. In a groat many 
o.jses, apparently were the altos of religious practices. Therefore those 
alto:; well could bo quite' psychically charged, so to apeak, and under the 
right conditions things might happen to people at such spots that, to our 
understandings of reality, deem ahpornatural, 

Consider a recent article In the Juno 1977 edition of Fate magazine, 
page 31, entitled Dance of the Leave.a, describing author Robert HarnerW 
ilovombor 18, 1975, psychic experience at the huge Serpent Mound of 01\lo, . 
visited this alto myself In March 1976, On two separate occatlona {1976,v7', ) 

I have visited the homo of Indian Chief Llghtfoot Talking Eagle of Mahanoy 
City, Pennsylvania, He told mo, "I pray on mounds and commune with tho Clrrat 
Spirit and the Spirit of Mother Earth on them, ,,Often they manifest to ua 
In physical form. Sometimes only a voice," 

Chief Llghtfoot told me that some of those mounds have "crystals" buile 
In thorn that act as " beacons to guide In tho outer space craft," 

Was Mothman somoklnd of apparition? 

In May 1976, I and Ohio Investigators Ron Schaffnor and Richard Mackey 
or Cincinnati, zeroed In on Point Pleasant, West Virginia, to see what. If 
anything, might still bo happening. While Richard wont off Into the hills 
searching for whatever he could find, Ron and I wont Into Point Pleasant and 
I telephoned several of tho key people In Keel’s writings about Mothman and 
the i''’0-rclatod activities. The most Interesting was Linda Scarbarry, Wo 
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interviewed her on the evening of the 29tha >Now everyone who haa read her 
story in Keel^a presentations is aware that she and her husband Roger were 
on record as seeing the”Mothinan" on Nov* 15, 1966, but iriiat you didn't 
Icnow waa that since then ¥he haa had what she figures have been "hundreds" 

Of encounters with the 'thing. It medcea a soimd "like a giant mouse squeaking" 
and 'looks at her with those large, protruding red glowing eye si "It fieoms 
Ilk© It doesn't want to hurt you. It Just wants to communicate with you. 

But you're too afraid when you see it to do anything. You think about getting 
away," 

It perhaps sounds absurd to the reader to consider this accovint and to 
take it seriously, but I take it most seriously since I have interviewed 
other creature«>repeatersl We must study this situation most carefully. This 
is not a rare. Isolated thingl 

But before I cite any examples, let me present to you one more item to 
consider from West Virginia, Recall Virginia.Th<»ias, whose husband Ralph 
wa« a care taker at the TNT complex when, on Nov, 2, 1967. she saw a myster¬ 
ious "tall gray figure"? V/ell during her curious observation her eso's were 
cracking and popping, her eyes were glued to the entity as it ran "like 
lighting", she could not scijeam, and, in her own words, "It took over 
thinking, like it could pick it up and take it away from me,"

•days dbwn in an area of northern New Jrersby investigating curious claims 
and two, young meni I met told \of numerous personal encounters with Blgfoot 
type creatures.

^^y>ohi€^rlfi't Dr, Derhold Eric Schwarz ( readers of England's Plying Saucer 
Review are werll’ famllla,r with .this man's exceptional reports on the UPO-pal 
matt.e.r ) who, in an Interview with Jtorome Clark (Oct,76., SAGA) said; "The 
physician, particularly the 'one in psychiatry, .dbea not make a diagnosis on 
nagatlve information, which is aoinething many rUfologiata may be doing, Tho 
fact is, we don't have solid evidence for the ETH. We have a wealth of data 
on the parapaychologlcal and tho pal aspects of the question, and those data

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WEST SPRIMGPIELD SIGHTING 

We reported a Feb.9,77 sighting In our April NEWSLETTER. Mr. lAwri>no 0 
F. F^lzzo who la the MUFON State Section Director for central and western 
MaasInvestigated that sighting for MUFON. The following has beeri talcon from 
page 2 of sighting report MA-77-2 written by Mr* Rizzo. 

"SIGHTING ACCOUNT: 

On Wednesday, February 9, 1977, at 8:05 P.M. EST, Mrs. Patricia 11., 
while In the kitchen of her home, became aware of a flashing light 
o\:^taldo the house w^iich she at first perceived as. a "lightening and 
darkening effect" visible through all kitchen windows. She deacr3,'i>od 
the light as yellow-white, and said that since the local police use a 
blue light on their vehicles, she concluded Iramedlat'ely that' t:hls was 
no-t the police. Asaujnlng the light was from an emergency vehicle or 
other vehicle using the street, she went through the hot^se to the front 
door In order to see It. She saw no vehicles moving on the street, saw 
no people, heard no noise, and observed nothing unusual. 

Her son* Andrew J. (Joey) , who had been sent to lock the 
three rear doors for the night, ran to he'n asking "Did yott* see It?" Sl>o 
then observed an orange light In the WMtem sky, about 45* above the 
horizon, about times the size of a bright star, which moved Uri a ’’zig¬ 
zag." motion. This random, erratic motion was described by\Mr'e. H. as 
similar to the motion of the target on a homo television "ping-pong" game 
attachment. Her son ran outside to further observe the object, while 
Mrs. H. returned Inside. 

(Note: Her son then observed the object for several minutes. Ho 
alotte observed the following.) 

The light, while continuing Its random mot Ion. moved from the west, 
through south to a position east of the house, r'^squlrlng Joey to run 
around the house In order to keep up with It. (Mrs. H. pointed out 
that an electric company power plant was located,about 1^ miles, east of 
their house.) The object then moved back through-the south and finally 
to the position at which It was first observed In the west. It then 
stopped Its random'motion. 

Joey then bec^e aware of a second object above the first. The 
new object was a horizontal oval, about five or ton times the size of 
the first, transparent, with Its shape definable only by an orange glow 
surrounding It. Ho la certain of Its transparency since he could "see 
stars through It." Something resembling a beam of light was extended 
from the larger object to the smaller one, and then retracted back Into 
the larger object taking the smaller one with It. The smaller object 
"disappeared Into the larger one." The larger object moved slowly to 
the right (toward the north) then faded and vanished. The temperature 
appeared to have dropped and Joey felt cold. When ho went outside an 
hour or so later. It felt warmer again. One of the family oats, normally 
quiet and alow moving, was meowing loudly and was highly agitated at the 
time of the sighting."
